Utah schoolteacher discovers 
technique of dynamic reading. 


Evelyn Wood first observed dynamic reading 18 years 
ago when a professor at the University of tah read 
her term paper at an amazing 6000 words a minute. 
Mrs. Wood's curiosity caused her to look for other 
exceptional readers, and over the next few years she 
found 50 people who could read faster than 1500 
words per minute with fine comprehension, outstanding 
recall and great reading satisfaction, 
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She was now sure it was possible to read faster than 
anyone had thought, but the question of how was not 
yet answered.

There are 13 trains a day each way to 
and from Boston. This compares to the Andover service of 


one train a day each way.

Happily for Lowell, 
the system is making money which can be set aside to off- 
set any possible future losses or can be used for other 


. purposes. 


One cannot help but wonder whether or not good train 
service acts as an attraction for using this mode of trans- 


portation or whether folks just don’t want mass transporta-. 


tion. Lowell appears to be a case in point where good ser- 
vice is paying off. Here in Andover, with only one 
commuter train a day, the town had to pay several hundred 
dollars for the’ loss sustained during the past six months 


of 1968.

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN: 

Dogs on the loose are annoying, 
The males kill shrubs, the females 
make polka dots on our lawns;

Now a few people are pressur= 
ing the Town Manager and Select- 
men to enforce a law which will 
spare many of us these miseries. 

Before our officials undertake

On Oxygen 


Conservationists Give Warning 


What if you took a deep breath - 


- and youcouldn’t get enough oxygen? 


It would seem that we already 
have enough prophets of gloom and 
doom without bringing up a night- 
mare idea like running out. of 
oxygen ... however, this alarming 
possibility shows how important 
nature is for people, 


Professor LaMont GC. Cole of 
Cornell University said at the re= 
cent meeting of the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Science that the world really could 
run out of oxygen if we are not 
careful, Fossil fuels (oil, coal, gas) 
take tremendous amounts of oxygen 
from the air and turnitintocarbon 
dioxide, which is not much use for 
breathing. We depend upon green 
plants to return this carbon dioxide 
to a usable form: by photosyn- 
thesis, plants take in carbon 
dioxide, use the carbon for growth 
and return the oxygen to the at-. 
mosphere, . Y 


However, we aretaking a million 
acres of land out of photosynthetic 
prodpesion every year, by building 
on it and turning it to the varied 
uses of civilization . ... so that 
fewer and-fewer green plants are 
left to deal with more and more 


carbon dioxide, In fact, the United 
States and some other industrial- 
ized nations, such as Japan, now 
use more oxygen than their green. 


_plants can put back into the air, 


Dr. Cole says, Luckily, large 
jungle areas like the Amazon basin 
produce great quantities of oxygen, 


which circulates around to more’ 


developed nations in a sort o 
reverse foreign aid; ‘ 


But it’s the oceans, not the 
wilderness, that give us most of our 
oxygen, Tiny marine plants called 
diatoms furnish 70 percent of the 
earth’s annual supply of oxygen, 
So as long as the diatoms stay 
healthy, so should we, However, 
experience with pollution in 
estuaries shows that diatoms and 
the other microscopic organisms 
that produce phosphates, nitrates, 
and other nutrients for ocean plants 
are highly susceptible to pollutants 
- « - and the United States Food and 
Drug Administration estimates 
that half a million different man- 
made chemicals now find their way 
into the oceans, 


It has been estimated that a few 
pollution disasters, such as 
several tanker accidents involving 
the dumping of two or three large 


tanker loads of pesticides into the 
ocean, could bring a sudden crash 
fin. world diatom population, 
dropping the oxygen supply to a 
crisis leve} within a year. 

Dr. Cole’s real point in telling 
this story is not to frighten people, 
but to point out the importance 
of more research into these com= 


command our attention ... but 
environmental research, which 
may seem like a luxury inthe short 
term, is a. necessity in the long 
term. 

There are many questions that 
need to be answered, How many 
chemicals and what kind of 
chemicals can we safely dump inta 
the ocean? What about the dumping 
of radioactive materials? How 
much land can safely be devoted 
‘to man-made works? How many. 
people can the world really sup- 
port? What about the ‘‘greenhouse 
effect’® = warming of the climate 
because excess carbon dioxide 
traps the sun’s heat? We need to 
get these. questions out of the 


realm of vague speculation and into 


the realm of exact numbers, sys= 
tems analysis, and scientific 
knowledge.

Of Moon Due 


There’s a total eclipse of the 
moon coming ‘up, and it’s on a 
Friday night, which means even 
the youngest astronomer could 
stay up to watch and then sleep 
late on Saturday morning, 

The entire phenomenon will :be 
visible from: all. parts of North 
and South America on. April 12 
‘and 13 = weather permitting. of 
course, 

According to the Hayden Plane= 
tarium. at ‘Boston’s Museum of 
Science, on Friday night, April 
12, the moon will pass through 
the shadow cast by the earth, 
causing a lunar eclipse, The last 
such eclipse visible from this 


‘area was on October 18, 1967, 


when the weather was not fave 
“orable, 

A lunar eclipse occurs when the: 
moon, orbiting the earth on its 
path, passes directly through the 
earth’s projected shadow. This 
cone-shaped shadow, which at this 
distance is 21/2 times the diae 
meter of the moon itself, is com= 
posed of a light outer part, called 
the penumbra, and a darker inner 
part, the umbra, 

Planetarium experts report that 
the moon is’ sclieduled to enter 
the penumbral area at 9:11 p.m, 
on April 12, Only slight haziness 
will be noticeable until later, when 
at 10:10 p.m, the moon enters the 
umbra and gradual darkening takes 
place,

An expansion in the Theology 
Department curriculum at Merri- 
mack Gollege was announced today
